A 16-page booklet, ‘What's 


Wrong with Comic Books”, recent- 
ly published by the Alberta Gov- 
ernment, has been prepared as a 
guide to parents who wish to pro- 
vide their children with reading 
material that is both interesting 
and educational. 


Compiled by #he Advisory Board 
on Objectionable Publications, the 
booklet deals with comic books 
that are detrimental ’and carried 
descriptions of how they influence 
the behaviour of children. 


The advisory board, appointed 
by the Alberta Government to in- 
vestigate the various types of 
“Comics”, studied the influence of 
these publications and made rec- 

. ommendations on alternative types 
of beneficial reading material. 


Objections 


_ The major objections to comics | 


listed by the board are: 


1. Some comics glorify crime 
and criminals. They encourage the 
commission of crime and contempt 
for lawful authority. 


2. Some comics present a dis- 
torted, unhealthy and immoral 
concept of sex and marriage. 


3. Some comics. foster prejudice 
against class, race, creed and na- 
tionality. 


4. Some comics portray violent 
death, grotesque, fantastic and un- 
natural creatures with repulsive 
realism. 


5. Most comics are inartistic. 


6. All comics are detrimental te 
“good reading skill. 


A rating scale contained in the 
booklet is intended for the use of 
parents who wish to evaluate the 
type of literature their children are 
reading. In additioh the names of 
a variety of inexpensive books are 
listed for parents who wish to im- 
prove the reading standards of 
their children. ; 

‘A’ section entitled “Guiding Your 
Child to Good Reading”; deals with 
_ the types of reading material that 
have a beneficial effect’and advises 
. parents on how to select literature 
that will provide guidance, educa- 
tions and entertainment for. their 
children.

Child should be taught safety 
rules to avoid farm accidents

Most dangerous 
driving months 
still ahead 
REGINA.—There have been 25 
highway fatalities in Saskatche- 
wan to date, with the most dan- 
gerous driving months of the year 
still ahead, declares J. A. Christie, 
chairman of the highway traffic 


board. 


“With the advent of. better 
motoring during May, the high- 
way death rate rose to eight, the 
worst record for this month since 
1953,"" Mr. Christie said. '‘“‘We. are 
rapidly catching up to last year’s 
death toll, which was the highest 
ever recorded in Saskatchewan.” 
. During 1955, approximately 60 
percent of the year's fatalities 
occurred between June 1 _ and 
October 31. This figure has been 
steadily increasing during the past 
few years, Mr. Christie said, and 
could show another increase this 
year unless motorists make a 
special effort ‘to drive sensibly and 
carefully. 


“There are two major causes 
of summer. accidents — speed and 
inattention,” Mr, Christie © con- 
tinued. “It is up to each driver 
to remedy this situation; no one 
else can do it for him.”

cure,” holds true. The. child, as 
soon as he is old enough, ‘should 
be taught safety, and the parents 
would do well to insist on strict 
obedience “to carefully explained 
safety rules. The parents’ own ex- 
ample in observing safety rules 
has a big influence with the child. 
Discuss with children why they are 
not allowed to play. or ride on ma- 


chinery. Frequently a visiting child }. 


has an accident—explain the rules 
to any little visitér. 

The small’ child should -have a 
well equipped area in which to 
play, where mother can see him 
by glancing out the window. The 
play of any pre-school child should 
be supervised, so that you know 
where he is, 

Teach small children to atey out 
of pens and pastures where there 
are mother animals with their 
young. Fear forthe safety of their 
young.can make animals danger- 
ous. 

For older children, wait ‘until the 
child has judgment and is big 
enough to reach all controls easily
